Wage cut for 
MLAs: Report 


John Major. 

Retired judge advises 
streamlining MLA pay 
and reducing transition 
allowance 


Lighter wallets could be 
on the horizon for Alberta 
MLAs after a report tabled 
in the legislature called for 
a radically simplified sal¬ 
ary structure that could re¬ 
sult in a pay cut for most of 
them. 

Retired judge John Major 
says the province should 
scrap the bewildering 
spiderweb of base salary 
with extra pay for commit¬ 
tees with a single paycheque 
of $134,000, compared with 
the current average of 
$160,000 with benefits and 
extra payments included.

Major also recommended 
the Speaker of House and 
leader of the Opposition re¬ 
ceive an extra $67,000. 

When it comes to the 
premier. Major recom¬ 
mended that person be paid 
$268,000 this year, with a 
raise to $301,500 the fol¬ 
lowing year and $335,000 in 
2014. 

Premier Alison Redford’s 
current salary is $211,000 
— the highest of any provin¬ 
cial premier. 

Major’s committee was 
created out of a promise 
made by Redford during her 
campaign for the leadership 
of Alberta’s Progressive Con¬ 
servative party. 

The review was initially 
met with indifference. Hear¬ 
ings slated for Grande Prai¬ 
rie and Fort McMurray were 
cancelled due to a lack of 
participants.

But interest grew after 
the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation revealed the 
existence of a legislative 
committee that never met, 
and yet its members were 
paid $1,000 a month. The 
so-called money-for-nothing 
committee eventually be¬ 
came a major headache for 
Redford’s Tories during the 
campaign. 

Eventually, all MLAs on 
that committee repaid the 
money, led by the Liberal 
and Wildrose parties. 

Redford said she needs 
more time to digest the 
report, but was surprised 
by the recommendation to 
hike her salary. 

“I could not take that. 1 
would not take that. It is not 
what Albertans want,” Red¬ 
ford told reporters. “I don’t 
think that’s appropriate.”

Mandel 
willing to 
meetwith 
Smith 

Edmonton Mayor 
Stephen Mandel and 
Wildrose party Leader 
Danielle Smith have 
never officially met or 
spoken. 

But now that the prov¬ 
incial election is over 
and the Wildrose failed 
to gain any seats in Al¬ 
berta’s capital city, Smith 
would like to repair the 
relationship. 

Contact was made 
Wednesday. 

“I’ve never met Dan¬ 
ielle Smith,” said Mandel. 
“I don’t know whether 
it’s honest or pla 3 dul or 
(what) it is. 

“My understanding is 
they’ve called our office 
for some kind of appoint¬ 
ment and I’m assuming 
that we’ll obviously meet 
with them.” 

During her shadow- 
cabinet unveiling Tues¬ 
day, when she named 
herself cities critic. Smith 
said she would like to 
press the reset button 
on her relationship with 
Mandel — and even went 
so far as to suggest, some¬ 
what in jest, that Calgary 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
“broker a peace summit.” 

During the election 
campaign, Mandel spoke 
out against Smith when 
she stated the Royal 
Alberta Museum should 
be put on hold and that 
she wanted to re-open 
the City Centre Airport 
redevelopment debate, 
saying she was going 
after the vision and op¬ 
portunities of one city. 

Should they meet, 
Mandel isn’t sure what to 
expect from Smith — but 
knows what to expect 
from himself. 

“I’ll be frank,” he said. 
“I always am, I always 
will be.”

Annual installation. 

Light traps important 
tool for monitoring 
adult mosquito 
population

Mosquitoes will begin to 
see the light this week — 
which will help city pest 
crews monitor the biters. 

The city has nine light 
traps that are installed an¬ 
nually, consisting of a 25- 
watt lightbulb on a timer 
that turns on at dusk and 


off at dawn. 

“It draws in the night 
fliers ... and then the fan 
in there sucks them down 
into a killing jar in the bot¬ 
tom,” Mike Jenkins, the 
city’s biological sciences 
technician, said Wednesday 
while installing a light trap 
in a tree at the Beechmount 
Cemetery. 

The adult bugs are then 
collected, counted and ana¬ 
lyzed. 

There are more than 30 
different species in Edmon¬ 
ton, and last year there was 
a high number of aggres¬ 
sive daytime biters, which 
weren’t found in the traps, 
said Jenkins, adding the 
city has found a way to tar¬ 


get those bugs. 

Other monitoring in¬ 
cludes testing standing 
water for larvae, while ac¬ 
tual pesticide treatment 
on larvae — which was 
done for the first time this 
year about a month ago — 
depends on populations 
found while monitoring. 

Heavy rainfall last sum¬ 
mer increased the mos¬ 
quito population, but Jen¬ 
kins said it’s still too early 
to determine if the biting 
will be as bad this year. 

“Without actually know¬ 
ing how much rainfall 
we’re going to get, it’s hard 
to give any hard predic¬ 
tions,” he said. “So far, it’s 
been relatively dry.” 


Pest control 


Some key facts about the 
city’s mosquito monitoring: 


• The light traps are gener¬ 
ally put up the first week 
of May and taken down in 
September. 


• Light traps have been 
used within the city's 
mosquito control program 
since 1975. 


• This year's mosquito 
budget was increased by 
$300,000 to $950,000 dur¬ 
ing 2012 budget delibera¬ 
tions.

Edmonton police have identi¬ 
fied the city’s latest homicide 
victim. 

EPS said Dennis James 
Moyah, 34, died as a result of 
injuries he sustained from an 
assault. According to police, 
they responded to an alterca¬ 
tion between two men around 
5 a.m. Sunday, near 95 Avenue 
and 87 Street. 

EMS treated a victim on 
scene and took him to hos¬ 
pital, where he later died. 
Brian Leonard Sawatsky, 26, 



has been charged with man¬ 
slaughter.

A former civilian employee 
of the Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice has been charged with 
theft and fraud after more 
than $86,000 went missing 
from a community cadet 
program last year. 

The Police Cadets pro¬ 
gram is a joint venture be¬ 
tween EPS and a group of 
parent volunteers. 

Funding for the non¬ 
profit program is raised 
through parent volunteers.

Premier 
pushing for 
Highway 63 
twinning 

Alberta Premier Alison 
Bedford says the province 
needs to act faster on 


twinning Highway 63. 

Last Friday, seven 
people were killed in a 
head-on crash on the two- 
lane highway, which is the 
only way into and out of 
Fort McMurray. 

Bedford told reporters 
Wednesday that she was 
saddened about what hap¬ 
pened. She says in the cur¬ 
rent capital plan, it was 


always planned to have 
at least 50 per cent of the 
highway twinned within 
three years. 

Bedford says she will 
ask the transportation 
minister, after cabinet 
is sworn in, to make 
twinning Highway 63 a 
priority. 

“Highway 63 is a 
unique road in this prov¬ 


ince. It is busy and there 
are safety issues on the 
road. Of course we know 
there are challenges with 
respect to construction. 

“I have asked our 
department to take a look 
at what an accelerated 
schedule would look like. 
I think it’s a priority to 
move ahead with that.”

X-rays of baggage at the 
Calgary International Airport 
have led law-enforcement 
officials to a multimillion- 
dollar drug bust. 

A female passenger ar¬ 
rived on an international 
overseas flight and an X-ray 
of the 30-year-old’s lug¬ 
gage eventually led to the 
discovery of roughly four 
kilograms of dope, believed 
to be heroin, according to 
the Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA). 

RCMP Sgt. Patricia Neely 
estimates the purchasing 



value of the drug at around 
$150,000 per kilogram, but 
CBSA estimates the street 
value would equal roughly $4

Natural-gas pilot 
approved for buses 

Edmonton Transit will pilot 
two compressed natural-gas 
buses starting this winter. 

On Wednesday, city coun¬ 
cil approved the release of 
$9,641 million to test them, 
as well as to replace five 
diesel buses and refurbish 
current ones. 

Transportation boss Bob 
Boutilier said the CNG buses 
need to be tested in cold 
temperatures before being 
added to the fleet, metro 


Computer use. Calgary 
cop charged in alleged 
tracing scheme 


Calgaiy police have laid char¬ 
ges against one of their own 
in an alleged “skip-tracing” 
scheme. 

According to police, 21-year 
veteran Gerard Brand, 45, is al¬ 
leged to have used a computer 
between March 2010 and Au¬ 
gust 2011 to access police-re¬ 
lated databases for the purpose 
of generating contact informa¬ 
tion for a number of people. 

Pohce say the information 
was allegedly used for “skip¬ 
tracing” purposes. Skip-tracing 
is the process of locating a per¬ 
son who is often being tracked 


by businesses that are owed 
money, and can be a part of a 
civil-suit process. 

Police stated Wednesday 
that officers may only access 
the pohce database in the 
execution of their duties, and 
that the information accessed 
is used for pohcing purposes 
such as the investigation of of¬ 
fences. 

Brand faces one count of 
imauthorized use of a comput¬ 
er and breach of trust and has 
been taken off duty with pay, 
police said.

First anti-idling 
bylaw approved 


Council debates 
benefits. City will 
launch a campaign 
encouraging compliance 
before enforcement

Motorists will not be able to 
idle outside schools and health 
facihties next year, thanks to 
Edmonton’s ffist anti-idhng 
bylaw. 


In effect Jan. 1,2013, vehicles 
can only run for five minutes of 
every 30-minute period aroimd 
schools and health facihties 
that request and pay for a sign 
to be instahed. 

The bylaw is only in effect 
if the temperature is above 0 
G, and taxis, buses and emer¬ 
gency vehicles are completely 
exempt. 

The bylaw passed 7-4. 

“I’m not sure why we’re do¬ 
ing this,” said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, who along with coim- 
cihors Kerry Diotte, Ed Gibbons 
and Tony Gaterina did not sup¬ 
port the bylaw. 


Facing fines 


• Elementary schools will 
be first, but as many 
as 319 schools and 18 
health facilities could 
want signs erected, at 
$400 each. 


• The fine for idling will 
be $250. 


Mandel said it wih be “inter¬ 
mittent,” as some facihties may 
want signs while others won’t. 
But Goun. Ben Henderson 


said the support is there, as he 
has heard from staff and stu¬ 
dents at specific schools where 
there are health issues. 

A citywide ban has been 
considered in the past, but 
council took a geographical ap¬ 
proach this time. 

“This is not intended to be 
draconian,” said Goim. Don Ive- 
son. “It is intended, hke other 
bylaws we pass ... (to encour¬ 
age) voluntaiy comph- 
ance.”

311 ranked 
No.l 

Edmonton’s 311 is No. 1, 
according to an inter¬ 
national industry leader. 

Benchmark Portal re¬ 
cently rated call centres, in 
both the pubhc and private 
sectors throughout North 
America, on call volumes, 
speed to answer calls and 
caller satisfaction. 

Edmonton’s was No. 

1 when compared with 
others of the same size 
— between 101 and 250 
agents. 

The 24-hour hne, which 
opened in December 2008, 
handles more than 160,000 
calls per month. There 
were 1.8 miUion calls last 
year. 

Effective and efficient 
isn’t what city councillors 
were calling it late last year 
during budget delibera¬ 
tions, though. 

“Sometimes it takes 
longer than the customer 
wants and I (do) hear com¬ 
plaints from the pubhc,” 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
Wednesday, noting infor¬ 
mation requests are sent to 
different departments. 

Councillors were also 
concerned to learn each 
call costs the city $5. 

But with budget trims 
needed, they voted down 
a more than $600,000 
request to hire 12 more 
operators, which have 
kept wait times at 30 
seconds instead of doub¬ 
ling them. 

The goal is 25 seconds. 

Despite the “complex” 
issues, the recognition is 
deserved, said Sohi. 

“1 think the people who 
work at 311 are wonder¬ 
ful,” he said. “They’re very 
effective and very pohte 
and very professional in 
communicating with the 
pubhc.”

A taxi driver who allegedly 
ran over a man in a dramatic 
incident seen on a YouTube 
video is now allowed to get 
back behind the wheel. 

A judge granted bail Wed¬ 
nesday to Guercy Edmond, 
while fellow cabbies crowded 
around the Montreal court¬ 
house and greeted the deci¬ 
sion by ceremoniously honk¬ 
ing their horns. 

The 47-year-old taxi driver 
was released after a hearing 
where details emerged about 
his highly publicized case. 
There were allegations of a 
racially charged encounter 
with three intoxicated clients 
that supposedly escalated dur¬ 
ing a ride in the wee hours 
Sunday. 

After hearing the testi¬ 
mony a judge declared that 
Edmond — who is accused 
of four crimes, including hit- 
and-run — clearly acted in 
panic. 

The judge scolded the pros¬ 
ecution for keeping the man 
in jail since the weekend, and 
also chided it for failing to 
produce any video evidence 
in court. 

The judge fumed that even 
he had seen the images, on 
TV, and expressed exaspera-

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Alarming bird-flu article published 


study. Researchers 
outline danger of 
mutating H5N1 genes 


A bird-flu study that was 
blocked from publication for 
months after biosecurity ex¬ 
perts questioned if it was imsafe 
to put it in the public domain 
has finally been published. 

The work, conducted by 
a team led by influenza vir¬ 


ologist Yoshihiro Kawaoka of 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison and the University 
of Tokyo, suggests that as 
few as three changes to the 
main gene on the surface of 
some H5N1 flu viruses might 
allow the virus to transmit ef¬ 
ficiently among mammals — 
perhaps even humans. 

Kawaoka and his team 
managed to create a hybrid 
virus that would transmit 
through the air, passing 
from infected to healthy fer¬ 


rets, which were used in the 
experiment as a stand-in for 
people. The newly transmis¬ 
sible virus needed four muta¬ 
tions in the surface gene, the 
hemagglutinin, which gives 
a flu virus the H portion of it 
name. 

One of the mutations is 
already seen in viruses in the 
Middle East, Africa and parts 
of Asia and Europe, potential¬ 
ly leaving the need for only 
three more, if the virus were 
to take this route to gain the 


capacity to pass from human 
to human. 

“Our study shows that 
relatively few amino acid 
mutations are sufficient for a 
virus with an avian H5 hem¬ 
agglutinin to acquire the abil¬ 
ity to transmit in mammals,” 
Kawaoka said in a press re¬ 
lease. 

Science currently has no 
way to gauge how likely or 
unlikely it is that this would 
happen.

But some analysts see

It’s not 
because we want to remove 
anybody,” she said in appar¬ 
ent reference to the military, 
whose unelected appointees 
control 25 per cent of the as¬ 
sembly. 

“We just want to make

Britain. Intelligence 
agencies may have played 
role in spy’s death: Coroner 


Even after a coroner’s verdict, 
it remains a mysteiy: A naked 
spy found dead in a locked 
bag, lurid details of a kinky 
sex life and allegations that 
someone in Britain’s spy agen¬ 
cies may have been involved 
in his death. 

A British coroner ruled 
Wednesday that another per¬ 
son was likely involved in 
Gareth Williams’ death — a 
finding that puts more pres¬ 
sure on police to uncover the 
cyber-warfare expert’s killer 
and continue to investigate 
possibilities that include 
whether he could have died 
in a sex game gone awry or in 
a more sinister scenario that 
involved his counterterrorism 
work. 

In Britain, coroners are 
asked to investigate un¬ 
explained deaths, and their 
findings can often carry 
weight as police investiga¬ 
tions proceed. 

Although Coroner Fiona 
Wilcox said it was unlikely 
that the death of Williams, 
31, will ever be “satisfactor¬ 
ily explained,” she said the 
spy was likely killed either 
by suffocation or poisoning 
in a “criminally meditated 
act.” She also said it was pos¬ 
sible that someone from one 
of Britain’s spy agencies was 
involved. 

Williams, described as

an introverted math genius, 
worked for Britain’s secret 
eavesdropping service GCHQ,

Forensic experts found 
some $32,000 US worth of 
luxury women’s clothing, 
shoes and wigs in his apart¬ 
ment.

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Tightrope walk across Niagara Falls set for June

Daredevil Nik Wallenda 
will try to cross the Niag¬ 
ara Gorge — including part 
of the famous falls — on a 
tightrope June 15. 

The seventh-generation 
member of the Flying Wal- 
lendas spent months get¬ 
ting the necessary permis¬ 
sions from Canada and the 
United States for the cross- 
border stunt. 

Organizers told a news 


conference in Niagara Falls, 
Out., on Wednesday that 
the contracts have been 
signed and the date set. 

Wallenda’s stunt will 
merge two pop culture trad¬ 
itions — his own family’s 
death-defying feats on the 
high wire and the daredevil 
acts at Niagara Falls that 
date back more than 100 
years. 

It took an act of the New 
York legislature and persis¬ 
tent lobbying of Canadian 
parks officials to make Wal¬ 
lenda’s planned wire stunt 
a possibility. 

The Niagara Parks Com¬ 
mission board gave its 
thumbs-up to Wallenda in 
February, reversing an earli¬ 
er decision against the stunt.

Tony Baldinelli, a spokes¬ 
man for the Niagara Parks 
Commission, said that 
Wallenda will cross over 
a portion of the Canadian 
Horseshoe Falls as he walks 
from one side of the gorge 
to the other.

“Not only is it a dream 
but we had to change two 


laws in two countries that

Niagara Parks chair¬ 
woman Janice Thomson 
had said the approval was a 
“unique one-time situation” 
and that Wallenda was able 
to prove he had proper con¬ 
trols and safety measures in 
place.

Target phasing out 
Amazon Kindle 

Target Corp. is phasing out 
Amazon.com Inc.’s e-reader 
Kindle at its more than 
1,700 stores and its website. 

Target spokeswoman 
Molly Snyder said Wednes¬ 
day that the decision to stop 
selling Kindles this spring 
came after an “ongoing 


review” of Target’s merchan¬ 
dise that evaluates quality 
and prices of the chain’s 
offerings. 

The move coincides with 
the discounter’s plan to cre¬ 
ate mini shops of Apple Inc. 
products in 25 of its stores 
this year. 

Despite competition 
from cheaper tablet comput¬ 
ers such as Amazon’s Kindle 
Fire, Apple’s iPad remains 
the most popular tablet. 
Apple has sold more than 


55 million iPads since the 
tablet’s debut in 2010. 

Target, which is based in 
Minneapohs, started selling 
Kindles two years ago. Tar¬ 
get announced in late Nov¬ 
ember that Amazon’s Kindle 
was the bestselling tablet 
in its stores on the day after 
Thanksgiving, typically the 
busiest day of the year. 

Target will also stop sell¬ 
ing Kindle accessories hke 
covers and chargers.

Prison release. Black, 
critics express doubt 
about the media 
baron’s return to the 
media business 


When former media baron 
Conrad Black is released from 
prison this week, he returns 
to a media landscape far dif¬ 
ferent from the one he walked 
away from a decade ago. 

Whether he will want to 
jump back into the world he 
once dominated is unknown, 
but those who have followed 
his rise and fall from grace 
say Black could still wield in¬ 
fluence, though likely not at 
a public company. 

Black himself has indicat¬ 
ed he’s done with the t 3 q)e of 
scrutiny that comes with run¬ 
ning a publicly traded com¬ 
pany following the demise of 
Hollinger International Inc. 

“The regulators, the minor¬ 
ity shareholders, all that crap. 
Oh, I can’t stand it,” he told Van¬ 
ity Fair in an interview before 
returning to jail last August 
to serve the remaining 
nine months of his prison 
term.

Karl Moore, a professor 
at McGill University’s De- 
sautels Faculty of Manage¬ 
ment, said Black is unlikely 
to be involved in a publicly 
traded company, but he could 
quietly act as a consultant or 
adviser. 

“I think there might be 
some business people — you 
know former colleagues or 
former peers — that might be 
willing to do some business 
with him because he has a 
very sharp mind,” Moore said. 

“I suspect if he were going 
back in business it would be 
maybe in private equity or 
the advising business, where 
he would not be in the lime¬ 
light in the same way, but 
they could harness his con¬ 
siderable business ability.” 

“If he needs to, if he wants 
to financially, I think there 
would be some limited oppor¬ 
tunities,” Moore added.

I meet Mark Ruffalo at a mid¬ 
town Toronto hotel to chat 
about The Avengers not real¬ 
izing it represented a coming 
home of sorts for the actor.

1. Heat a grill to medium.

Stand the head 
of cauliflower upright on its 
base. Use a large bread or 
other serrated knife to trim 
away 1/2 inch on either side 
of the head.

for 8 minutes. 

5 . Use spatula to carefully 
flip cauliflower and grill 
for 8 minutes, or until both 
sides are lightly browned 
and tender.

ing plates, then cover with 
foil to keep warm. 

6 . Once the cauliflower is 
done, add the vinegar to the 
simmering water.

• 1 tablespoon white or cider 
vinegar 

• 2 eggs

7 . Crack 1 egg into a small

Q: We love our apartment’s 
Art Deco decor but the wall 
space around the television 
looks too bland. I don’t want 
to hang the television, so what 
can I do to add some decora¬ 
tive interest?

A: This is a common problem 
when people choose to sit their 
flat-screen TV on a credenza 
rather than moimting it on the 
wall — they are left with a lot of 
space above the television and 
don’t know how to treat it. 

As this is the focal wall in 
your living area, 1 suggest treat¬ 
ing the walls with something 
that will add drama and style to 
the overall room without draw¬ 
ing too much attention to the 
space above the TV. 

Pamt the comer pillar a deep 
colour to allow it to be an archi¬ 
tectural element ia the room. I 
suggest Benjamin Moore’s Wild 
Mulbeny, a darker, more neu¬ 
tral version of the accent colour 
that you have in your pillows 
and mg. 

You might want to cany this 
colour onto another focal wall 


area like the end of a hallway or 
in the bedroom. This will help 
create a constant colour flow 
throughout the apartment. 

Use wallpaper behind the 
television to add much-needed 
pattern and texture to the room. I 
love the Art Deco feel of Graham 
& Brown’s Illusion wallpaper 
($60/roIl), which highlights the 
square edges you have in your 
furniture. The good thing about 
wallpaper these days is tiiat it’s 
easily removed (simply peel) 
when you move out or change 
your colour scheme. 

Hang something sculptural 
to help flu the empty space 
above the television, but not an 
attention-grabber like a large 
wall clock or painting. 

The Starburst mirror from 
Crate and Barrel ($247) has great 
Art Deco elements that will add 
a sculptural quality to the space. 
Hang it ia the centre of the emp¬ 
ty space, not directly above 
the television.

Pinterest is a relative newcom¬ 
er to social media, but it has 
changed the way that many 
crafters and do-it-yourselfers 
organize and share ideas. 

“It should be called Jessa 
Decker-Smith’s Interests. 
It’s made for me,” says Jessa 
Decker-Smith of Denver, who 
writes a craft blog called Hap¬ 
pily Home Sewn. 

She says she spent “a solid 
two or three days obsessing” 
about Pinterest when she 
signed on a few months ago. 
She uses it to And, organize 
and share sewing projects and 
crafts, mostly, but also reci¬ 
pes, fashion and organizing 
tips. 

Pinterest is an online pin¬ 
board to which you “pin” fa¬ 
vourite pictures and ideas. It’s 
a public display of personal 
tastes and interest. Subjects 
include travel, food, home 
decorating — whatever you 
can think of — but craft blog¬ 
gers were among the first to 
catch the Pinterest bug, ac¬ 
cording to Lauren Indvik, 
an editor at the social media 
news blog Mashable.com. 

Decker-Smith’s friend and 
fellow crafter Kristin Cun¬ 
ningham, uses Pinterest for 
hunting down home-school¬ 
ing projects for her two young 
kids, and pins gardening ideas 
and workout routines. Both 
women like that the images 
they pin on Pinterest entice 
new readers to their blogs. 

No matter how many times 


an item is re-pinned, viewers 
are taken to its original site — 
something that works well for 
media empires such as Mar¬ 
tha Stewart Living, which em¬ 
ploys “an army” of pinners to 
keep it among the top brands 
getting pinned, according to 
Kelly Alfleri, digital editorial 
director for Martha Stewart 
Living. 

Other big names that get 
a lot of Pinterest play include 
Better Homes & Gardens, 
HGTV, Whole Foods Market 
and West Elm. 

“Now we have a way for 
our images to be portable 
and have those images drive 
people back to the (web)site,” 
says Alfleri. 

And because Martha Stew¬ 


art Living editors can track 
which items get pinned and 
how often, they know that 
crafting is by far their most 
popular subject. Alfleri says 
about 22,000 people follow 
Martha Stewart Living on Pin¬ 
terest, but 45,000 people keep 
track of its crafting boards. 

“I think that’s the Pinter¬ 
est audience,” says Alfleri. 
“It’s a lot of crafters.” 

Success on Pinterest may 
lead to changes in the Martha 
Stewart Living magazine and 
online site. 

Although crafts have 
long been a focus, “We real¬ 
ize we have to ramp up our 
crafts on the website and in 
the magazine,” says Alfleri.

Philippe Starck says his phil¬ 
osophy of democratic design, 
or quality pieces at accessible 
prices, is pa 5 dng off in the on¬ 
going economic crisis. 

“People are intelligent. 
They want quality. They want 
a high level of creativity, but 
everyone (has) less money,” 
Starck said during the recent 
Milan Furniture Fair. 

The times favour the kind 
of creative impulse that led 
to his collaboration with the 
Italian design company Kar¬ 
tell, which specializes in plas¬ 
tic contemporary furniture. 

In that mood, the main¬ 
stays of this year’s Milan Fur¬ 
niture Fair were not about 
costly redecorating. Instead, 
designers showcased a few 
pieces that inspire as well 



as technological advances to 
make life easier. 

Starck presented Miss 
Less, a glossy-plastic chair 
formed on a slim backrest 
atop a square base, as well 
aluminum-candlestick hold¬ 
ers that when placed togeth¬ 
er appear to be lost in an em¬ 
brace called Abbraciaio. 

Despite the crisis, which 
has seen Itahan furniture rev¬ 
enues decrease by five per cent 
in 2011 from 2010, requests for 
space at the Rho Fairgrounds 
outside Milan outstripped 
availability, organizers said. 

The event attracted 
300,000 visitors with events 
that spill over into show¬ 
rooms, museums and design 
spaces throughout the city. 

And it’s not just furniture- 
makers competing for the 
attention of the design com¬ 
munity. 

The Tumi luggage and ac¬ 
cessories brand chose the 
event to create buzz aroimd a 
new line of lightweight hard 
luggage designed by Israeli 
designer Dror Benshetrit. The 
sleek Dror collection features 
angular-cut surfaces, giving the 
pieces a modem esthetic that 
also employs an engineering 
trick to give added resistance. 

In a more traditional vein. 
Knoll premiered a new line 
of contemporary lounge fur¬ 
niture that it commissioned 
from French designers Pierre 
Beucler and Jean-Christophe 
Poggioli. 

The pair created a cine¬ 
matographic collection of 
sofas, armchairs and chaise 
lounges. They spent months 
testing the cushions to get the 
correct firmness for the seats 
and softness for the backrests.
